Claims 2, 3 and 5-8 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art does not disclose or make obvious forming in a lead a sub-notch 
between a main notch and longitudinal side surface after forming a resin and then 
cutting both the main notch and sub-notch including all the limitations of the 
independent claim. In contrast, the prior art as exemplified in Masuda et al. (U.S. 
4,862,246) shows forming first and second notches, but their placement are within chip 
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packages without disclosing or nfiaking obvious a subsequent step of cutting through 
both the main notch and sub-notch.
